bodies of the dead may be recovered 
as soon as possible. 
T he men will be­ 
gin digging out the ruins u nder the 
direction 
of twenty-five bridge 
c a r­ 
penters. 
T he city council ordered a full in­ 
vestigation of th e fire with a view of 
fixing th e responsibility. 
The inquiry 
will be conducted by a joint com m it­ 
tee from both houses, with power to 
subpoena w itnesses and take sworn 
testim ony. 
A nother death 
resulted indirectly 
from the fire here when Mrs. Louis 
Vogt, twenty-five years old, died while 
reading accounts of the fire. 
Days probably will elapse before the 
ruins, which fill the basem ent up to 
the first floor, a re completely explor­ 
ed and it is feared th a t m any of the 
bodies will never be recovered.

vVashingtou, March l l . —[Special.]— 
A lm ost as sure as the “equinoctial 
| storm ,” which happens som e time in 
Septem ber, there is also fierce w eather 
w hen ‘‘March comes in like a lion,” 
and it starts all W ashington talking 
about changing th e inaugural date. 
It so happened on M arch 4 a year 
ago th a t the w eather w as com parative­ 
ly mild and quite com fortable for tile 
big parade and the show th a t accom­ 
panied the inauguration. 
Even the 
d ay before, w hen the women had their 
celebrated parade, it w as comfortable, 
and It certainly had to be quite mild 
on account of the classic perform ance 
th a t w as given on the plaza of the 
treasury, in which m any women ap­ 
peared in diaphanous costumes. 
T his year the early p art of March 
w as a truly “raging lion” in the m at­ 
ter of w eather, and the people have 
determ ined th a t tile inauguration date 
m ust be chnuged forthw ith. 
Of course 
it requires a constitutional am endm ent, 
but, since the last tw o am endm ents 
w ere adopted, the people believe it is 
not so difficult to secure such am end­ 
m en ts to the constitution. 


Topic of Talk. 
A lw ays th e constitution is a topic of 
talk in the senate. 
J u s t as sure as any 
kind 
of debate develops 
Into ques 
tions on tile constitution, then all of 
th e constitutional law yers rise up and 
have their say. 
Anybody who w ants 
to get bills or resolutions through the 
sen ate should try to avoid all consti­ 
tutional questions, for unlim ited debate 
follows an ything of th a t kind. 
An 
o th er topic th a t arouses a g reat deal of 
interest is the race question, coupled 
with denial of the right of the negroes 
to vote in th e southern stntes. 
Any 
sen ato r who w ants to “s ta rt some 
th in g ’’ will toss In a little suggestion 
ab ou t the rights of negroes to - ote in 
th e south, and he gets results. 


An Interesting Witness. 
U sually a form er president of the 
U nited States makes an interesting 
w itness before a com m ittee of con­ 
gress. 
F orm er President T aft w as no 
exception to th a t rule. 
Mr. T a ft told 
som e 
interesting 
things, 
however, 
w hich 
show ed a different point of 
view th an he is supposed to have held. 
For instance, he thought th e term s of 
federal Judges might be for fixed pe­ 
riods instead of for life and also point­ 
ed out the evils which grow up around 
courts In the wny of employees, such 
as clerks and other officers, as well as 
th e evil which occurs In the appoint­ 
m ent of receivers of properties. 
F or Mr. T a ft to criticise Judges in 
th a t w ay w as certainly a surprise, hut 
a g reat m any people realize th at Judges 
often appoint sons or so n sin law or 
other relatives as clerks, and. as Mr. 
T a ft said, “every law yer know s w h at 
will happen to him if he complains 
about a clerk 
who belongs to tile 
Judge’s fam ily.” 
T here has been in the past some 
ra th e r severe criticism of Judges, es­ 
pecially by the Progressive candidate 
for president in 1912, aud form er P resi­ 
dent T a ft show s that they are only 
h um an a fte r all. 


A Real State Rights Bill. 
S enator Fall bas introduced a real 
sta te rights bill In 
tile senate. 
It 
provides for gran tin g all of the public 
lands in New Mexico to th at suite. 
Of course such a m easure will not 
pass, because congress is ruttier Jealous 
of Its control of public lands. 
There 
are m any states th at would like to 
have all of the public lands within 
their borders in order to m anage them 
as they choose, but the whole tiff lit of 
conservation and the control by the 
general governm ent of ull national re­ 
sources is involved in holding the pub­ 
lic lands, 
lf the governm ent does not 
hold th e public lands it cannot have 
an yth in g to do with the resources 
Long and Short Haul.

BOARD OF APPEAL 


To Which Those Insured May Appeal 
if Necessary, From Ratings 
Made by Rate Bureau 


SPEAKS OF WORK OF INS. DEPT. 


Commercial Club Members and Oth­ 
ers Hear the State Insurance 
Commissioner’s Address 


In 'his address On Are Insurance 
and fire prevention and reforms urged 
given by Insurance Commissioner J. 
A. 0. Preus, of St. Paul, at the meet­ 
ing of the Commercial club members 
and others at the club rooms Tues­ 
day evening, 
Mr. Preus 
expressed 
himself as favoring a board of ap­ 
peals to which those insured may ap­ 
peal, if necessary, from the ratings 
made by the rate bureau. 
At pres­ 
ent the rating bureau is supreme. 


All insurance companies operating 
in the state, said Mr. Preus, are un­ 
der the supervision of the state in­ 
s t a n c e department. 
Not one be­ 
came insolvent in the last t/hree years. 


Mr. Preus was appropriately in­ 
troduced to the assemblage by Carl 
ZapfTe, president of the Commercial 
club. 


Fire losses in America had been so (compensation law. 


ance company he regarded in large 
measure as a public service corpora­ 
tion. 
Later Walter I. Fisher made the 
rates based on the experiences of the 
various companies. 
The rates were 
based strictly on physical hazards. 
Mr. Preus then mentioned his pref­ 
erence for a board of appeals to pass 
on disputed rates, 
l i e referred to 
the rating laws of Missouri and Kan­ 
sas. 
Judge Pollock had held that a 
state had the right to fix insurance 
rates. 
* ^ 1 
The state of 
Wisconsin 
supplied 
fire and life insurance and had but 
300 policy 
holders. 
Nobody 
ever 
took life insurance unless some per­ 
sistent agent convinced a man 
to 
take it. 
The state of Wisconsin had 
no solicitors in the field, and conse­ 
quently the state’s business in that 
line was not growing. 
The Equit­ 
able Insurance company of London 
was the oldest and also the smallest 
Insurance company. 
It had no agents 
doing business by mail. 
Fire insurance, on the other hand, 
made different progress than life in ­ 
surance. 
Few 
arguments 
were 
needed from the agent to convince a 
man to take a fire insurance policy. 
Mr. Preus mentioned that when the 
state went into competition with a 
private corporation it always lost 
out. 
And the next step taken then 
would be compulsory insurance. He

great in recent years that people 
of the United States were becoming 
aroused about the condition of things 
said Mr. Preus. 
In 1907 the federal 
government had a commission in­ 
vestigating the question and compar­ 
ing conditions with Europe, and to 
see further if the proverbial careless­ 
ness of American people was the main 
cause of so many fires. 
The investi­ 
gating committee discovered that in 
1906 the property destroyed by fire 
in this country amounted to $215,- 
000,000. 
This was an amount great­ 
er than had been expended for fire 
protection and 
fire prevention. 
It 
did not include the loss of time and 


He pleaded for clean basements 
and the keeping of property in such 
shape that the owner would be en­ 
titled to a reduction in rates. 
The 
people in Brainerd did not generally 
avail themselves of the co-insurance 
clause. 
This clause provided 
that 
where the property was insured 80 
per cent there would be a reduction 
of 20 per cent in rates, the minimum 
being $5,000. 
Mr. Preus closed with a talk on 
life insurance. 
The amount of in­ 
surance carried by a man should be 
coordinated with his income, his fam­ 
ily and his wealth. 
People generally 
did 
not 
buy life insurance unless 
labor which went with the property j forced. ^Very few people were over­ 
loss. 
“A half billion dollars is 'annually 
lost to American people 
by 
fire”, 
said Mr. Preus emphatically. 
That 
amount, said he, was equal to one- 
third the assessed valuation .of the 
state of Minnesota or of South Da­ 
kota. 
It meant losing $5 a piece for 
every inhabitant, should the loss be 
spread on the people like a poll tax. 
The per capita tire loss in France 
was only 92 cents, in Norway 25 
cents, Germany 19 cents. 
The aver­ 
age per capita loss in Europe was 
33 cents. 
The United States had an 
average fire loss per capita at least 
eight times that of Europe. 
Annu­ 
ally more money was spent in this 
country for fire protection and fire 
prevention than the fire losses amount 
to. 
The greatest reason for fires in this 
country was carelessness. 
Sixty-five 
per cent of the fires were due to this. 
The American people seemed to be 
naturally careless. 
This same char­ 
acteristic had been shown in the pol­ 
icy regarding forests, in the habits 
of the people. 
A cigaret fire in New York city, 
wherein a careless worker threw a 
lighted cigaret in the corner of the 
shop where clothing was manufac­ 
tured, fired 
the 
big building and 
burned up 137 people. 
Had 
that 
man lived in Germany he would have 
been jailed for criminal carelessness, 
said Mr. Preus. 


Such a disaster would be impossi­ 
ble in Germany, where such inflam­ 
mable structures are prohibited. 
Some think the 
fire 
insurance 
companies pay the fiddler when there 
are losses. 
This is not so, said Mr. 
Preus. 
The insurance company

Most of the Revolutionary heroes 
have been immortalized in song or 
story, but there is one whose fame h as 
never spread, as it should, beyond tho 
region of bis birth. 
His name was 
.Tack Je w e tt 
In tile little city of 
Charlottesville. Va., thoro is a tablet 
on the building that stands on the site 
of his old tavern. 
Rut that simple 
bronze is tile only memorial of his 
name and deeds. 
In Revolutionary days young Jack 
Jow ett kept tin* Swan tavern in Char­ 
lottesville. Ile was a patriot at a time 
when patriotism was dangerous, for 
the possession of the New York Anan-1 Cornwallis was in possession of tidi- 
cier. who bas declined to accede to w ater Virginia, and Tarieton and Ids 
cavalry were sweeping back and forth 
over the Inland counties. 
In June. 1781. the Virginia assembly 
abandoned Richmond, which Cornwal­ 
lis threatened, and came to sit in Char­ 
lottesville. 
Among its lneinbeis were 
such men as Patrick Henry. Richard 
Henry I^ee anil Benjamin Harrison, 
and tile governor was no other than 
Thomas Jefferson, 
c u e bright morn­ 
ing when tin* state assembly was in 
session Jack mounted ids thoroughbred 
m are and rode out to look over his 
form outside the town. 
As he rode 
along lie caught through the trees a 
glimpse of a Rritlsh uniform Hashing 
down a crossroad.
